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Continuation of 2. NOTE: newly added claims 30-31 are directed to "a nucleic acid", which 
raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or search under 35 USC §101; 
newly added claims 40-41 are directed to polynucleotides that encode a protein comprising amino 
acid residues 51-55 and 57 of SEQ ID N0:2, and a protein comprising amino acid residues 81, 
84, 85, 90 and 91 of SEQ ID NO:2, which raises new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or search under 35 USC §1 12, 35 USC §102 and 35 USC §103; the 
amendment of claims 12 and 15 to recite "inhibits mitosis and induces endoreplication" raises 
new issues that would require further consideration and/or search under 35 USC §1 12, second 
paragraph, as it is unclear where and under what conditions mitosis would be inhibited and 
endoreplication would be induced.

amended to recite % "sequence identity" in order to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph.
